REMARKS 

In the present application, claims 1-21 are pending. Claims 1-4, 8-1 1, and 15-18 are 
rejected. Claims 5-7, 12-14, and 19-21 are allowed. Claims 1-4, 8-1 1, and 15-18 have been 
canceled. Claims 12, 19, and 21 have been amended. As a result of this response, claims 5-7, 
12-14, and 19-21 are in condition for allowance. 

The Amendment 

Applicants herein cancel claims 1-4, 8-1 1, and 15-18. In so doing, Applicants take no 
position on the pending grounds with regards to which the claims are presently rejected. 
Applicants reserve the right to continue prosecution of these claims in a divisional 
application. Claims 12 and 19 are amended herein to provide clarifying language. Claim 21 
has been amended to correct an improper dependency. No new matter has been added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-4, 8-11, and 15-18 as being unpatentable over 
Koeppen (5,761,667) in view of George (6,026,462). The rejection of these claims is 
rendered moot as a result of the cancellation of these claims herein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner stated that claims 5-7, 12-14, and 19-21 are allowable. 

An earnest and thorough attempt has been made by the undersigned to resolve the 
outstanding issues in this case and place same in condition for allowance. If the Examiner
